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MINUTES. 


The Twenty-Ninth Annual Session of the Judson Baptist Association 
convened with the New Prospect church, Monroe county, Miss., on 
Thursday, Sept. 8th, 1881. ;

After sermon the Associa- 
tion joined in prayer led by Eld. J. J. Androws. Adjourned for bne 
hour for refreshments. After which the Association was called together 
by singing, and being withcut a Moderator, by motion, Eld. J. J. An- 
drews was called to the chair as Moderator pro tem., and read 84th 
Pealm. ,Joined in prayer led by. Eld. J. C, Gillingtine. 

The Moderator then appointed Brethren Marshall and Cook,to read . 
the letters from the various churches composing the Association, which 
were called fur in regular order, read and contents noted. [See staust- 
cal table.] 

Un motion, the Association proceeded to permanent organization, 
Elds. Gambrell, ot Clinton, and Finney, of the Aberdeen Association, 
acting as tellers, which resulted.in the election of Eld. J. J. Andrews, 
Moderator; J. M. Cook, Clerk, and C. A. Marsball, Treasurer. : 

The Moderator elect made a few appropriate remarks, returning bis 
thanks to the Body for so distinguished a mark of their christian confi- 
dence and regard, and then appointed a committee to arrange the preach- 
ing daring the Association, viz: W. E. Parker, K. A. Armstrong and J.

CALLED FOR REPORTS. 


Eld. J. W. Randolph submitted a very good report on Ministerial Edu- 
cation, Which was commented on by Elds. Gambrell, Northsinger and 
Chastain. Reportas follows: 

MryisTERIAL Epucation.—We believe this to be a subject that demands ‘our imme- 
diate attention. The great Evangelist, Paul, in giving the qualifications of the minister, 
says, “he must be apt to teach, not as a novice, lest being lifted up with pride, he fall in 
condemnation of the devil.” We do not believe the church should act hastily in thrust- 
ing them through the varied branches of moral and intellectual science, and then 
through a Theological course. But let them first be proven, and the church thoroughly 
satisfled in regard to their being called of the spirit to the work of the ministry. Then 
in reference to the qualifications required by the Apostle, if they néed\more education to 
make them efficient, and the church has the ability to give a better education, we think 
it highly important that it do so. Finally, Brethren, with these safeguards before us, we 
need educated men, bold heroes of the Cross, called of God to'preach aud qualified in 
their profession to meet the errors of the day, which errors must be met on biblical sci- 
ence. But most of all, we need men who have the grace of God in their hearts, and who 
are led by the spirit of God and the truth of the Gospel.

whieh was the special order for this hour. The report was advocated by 
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Eld’s Beene, Northsinger, Finney and Andrews. At this point a matter 
of controversy arose between Eld’s Finney and Andrews, and the Mod- 
erator announced Eid, Finney out of order. Eld. Finney appealed to 
the Body. The House decided the discussion should cease, after whieh 
Eld. Northsinger addressed the Association in behalf ot State Missions 
in a very eloquent speech, and took up a collection for the same, amount- 
ing in cash to $7.60. 

The report on Home Missions was then adopted, with resolations: at- 
tached as follows: 

Your Committee on Home Missions report that there is great destitution within the 
bounds of our Association, especiully in the eastern boundary. We have a Missionary 
in the field, but having conferred with him, we learn that a portion of the field is yet 
uncultivated, and the ery is still heard, “come over and help us.” Brethren, let us 
awake to our duty on this subject, and keep a man in the field. We would commend 
the plan submitted by Brother J, R. Graves, at our last Association. Asking God to 


help us to be more faithful in the discharge of our duty is our prayer.
